Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: This interview regarded amendments to the claims that had been 
submitted in the After final amendment, filed 1/6/2006 and subsequently not entered because the amendments 
broadened the scope of the claims. Attorney Patton inquired whether restoration of the phrase "at least two fusion 
partners having cell-like membranes" would be more acceptable in order to overcome the prior art rejections. 
Examiners suggested that the amendment to claim 1 to add the limitation "wherein at least one microelectrode is 
hollow, and sufficiently small to permit the slective fusion of two fusion partners" might be more effective to overcome 
the prior art rejections, subject to further search and examination. Examiner McGillem mentioned that rejections of 
claims 30 and 34 under 35 (JSC 112, 2nd paragraph has not been sufficiently overcome. Attorney Patton agreed to 
cancel claims 30 and 34. Attorney Patton will submit a Supplemental amendment.
